Prosecution on the merits of this application is reopened on claims 1, 2, 5, 12 
and 15 are considered unpatentable for the reasons indicated below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 12 and 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Moteki et al. (US Pat. 6,243,645 B1). 

Moteki et al. discloses an in-vehicle apparatus (10) configured to display at least 
one map relating to navigation (figures 1, 6b, 7 and 8), and video content from a 
plurality of sources (figures 1 , 6b, 7 and 8) comprising: 
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A display (1 1 ) configured 

to switch ... is operated (remote 20, button 22); 

to sequentially ... is operated (remote 20, button 22); 

to switch ... is operated (remote 20, button 27); 

to switch ... is operated (remote 20, button 27); 

wherein a first display ... said video content (please see figures 6-9); 

the first display bar ... display, respectively (please see figures 6-9); 

a setting unit ... each of said sources (remote 22, buttons 25 and 26); 

wherein the display ... to each source (remote 20, buttons 25 and 26).
